Claims 19, 22, 25, and 26 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 19, 22, 25, and 26 are allowed.

the input device and encode the check amount in magnetic ink at a predetermined 
location on a check. The examiner submits that no motivation has been found to combine 
the prior art of record to arrive at the claimed limitations.
